The love for the body of Christ that was shown to us by 
the church in Guatemala City was extraordinary. They invited us to see the preaching school that they had there and we got to 
speak to their students for one of their classes. We spoke on the importance of missions and relying on God for your strength 
(Jaret translated for me). The next day we made it to Honduras safely and the visit with the AIMers went very well. The trip was 
very productive and encouraging for both us and the AIMers. We saw God working in us and in others in ways that are beautiful 
and mysterious. One of the biggest reminders for me on this trip was that our God can, in fact, do more than all we can ask or 
imagine.
